G.S.R. 40(E). —In exercise o£ the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-section 
(3) o£ section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 
19.^4 (30 of 1954), the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of that 
section, after consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to anjend the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Rules, 1956, the same having been approved and confirmed by the 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, 
as required by sub-section (4) of the said section, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may he called the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members 
of Parliament) Amendment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. After rule 4-A of the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parlia¬ 
ment) Rules, 1956, the following rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

“4-B. Retention of telephone by family tn case of death of Member, —-Where 
a Member dies during the term of his office, his family shall, for a 
period not exceeding two months from the death of the Member, be 
entitled to retain the telephone and avail of such facilities as were 
available to the said Member immediately before his death, under 
the provisions of rules 4 and 4-A.”
